vented the great mink coat con-! 
troversy now raging so fiercely 
along the eastern seaboard. 
The argument, which r o s e 
out of nowhere just like the 
saucers, hinges on w h e t h e r 
male or female minks make 
the best, the silkiest, m o s t 
beautiful and longest wearing 
coats. Also, the most expen­ 
sive. 
The controversy has sent sis­ 


ter against sister, 
h u s b a n d 
against wife, and almost driven 
honest furriers crazy as stream s 
of women race in to dem and if 
their coats are m ale or fem ale 
and if so, why? 
Som ewhere, somehow, the r u ­ 
m or started th at pelts of fem ale 
m inks m ake the best coats, and 
the crisis was on. 
“ Nonsense 
to 
all 
that,” 
snorts Miss Esther 
Dorothy, 
ultra-fashionable fur trapper, 


designer and creator of New 
York and Boston. 
Captivity and codliver oil has 
m ade the m ale mink every bit 
as silky, soignee and sightly as 
the fem ale, Miss Dorothy said 
today in her Newr York shop. The 
ranch m ink (m ale), born and 
reared in captivity, has a decid­ 
ed edge in the mink m a rk e t to­ 
day. 
This Is not necessarily true 
in the wild state, she contin­ 


ued. When all minks were wild 
and trapped In t h e f o r e s t 
primeval, the female s k i n s 
were regarded as the lighter, 
finer and silkier. 


T hat wras because the fem ale 
sat home, eating straw berries 
and c re a m and sewing a fine 
seam w’hile her m ate, the old 
hunter and huckster, h a d 
t o 
scram ble about t h e f o r e s t to 
bring home the bacon for the 
little w om an and the kiddies. 


The pampered, leisurely life 
of the ranch mink has changed 
all that. 
With plenty of free oatm eal, 
horsem eat and V itam in B under 
his belt, the m ale produces a 
bigger pelt than the fem ale and 
one every bit as soft and silky. 
As a matter of f a c t , t h e 
smaller female skins are now 
used mainly for the sleeves of 
luxury mink coats. 
*O r else two of the s m a l l e r 


fem ale pelts are joined together 
to m ake one wide pelt, such as 
nature and codliver bestow s on 
the m ale. 
There are usually f o u r or 
five minks born to a litter. The 
litters usually arrive in April. 
At the psychological tim e in 
December, they are killed for 
mink coats. 
If they are not killed at a 
certain tim e in D ecem ber, the 
color changes and not for the 


better. And. if you are still in­ 
terested in m ink life, the m ale 
is the deciding color facto r in rn 
mink fam ily. 
Ii the father is s rare silver, 
blue or white mink, there will 
be two or three rare s i l v e r , 
blue or white minks in the lit­ 
ter. 
And there is still only one good 
rule for buying a m ink c o a t , 
m ale or fem ale: F irst, m ortgage 
the farm .

ANCIENT PALESTINE, today 
the scene of riot and worse as 
Arab and Jew contend for the 
possession of that Holy Land, was 
tom with religious differences In 
the dsys of the Apostle Paul. 
Paul, whose magnificent letters 
—known as the Epistles—to the

founded, are a grand contribution 
to the New Testament, became a 
prisoner of the Romans as a re­ 
sult of a religious riot in Jeru­ 
salem. 
Though he 
felt certain that 
persecution and Imprisonment lay 
In wait for him at the end of his 
journey, the great missionary aet 
out from Miletus, historic Med­ 
iterranean seaport in Asia Minor, 
for Jerusalem. 
This must have 
been Paul s last missionary jour­ 
ney—there being no evidence of 
a later one. 
En route to Jerusalem Paul 
■topped over in the city of Ephe-

’ And now. behold, I know that 
ye all. among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, 
shall see my face no more.’* Paul 
was loved and admired. He was 
a very real “tower of strength ’ 
to these early Christians, Imag­ 
ine, then, how sad they must have 
felt when they thought of him 
going Into danger, poosittly, even 
very probably, losing his life, and 
visiting them no more to cheer, 
advise and help them in their 
trials and discouragements. 
He warned them of differences 
of opinion that would arise with­ 
in their ranks to draw disciples 
away from them, and cautioned 
them to watch for signs of same.

The Jews who 
would not accept his Gospel, ac­ 
cused him of all sorts of what 
they considered heresies, where­ 
as, Paul says, he was “testifying 
both to the Jews and also to the 
Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 
Now, he told these friends, ‘I 
go bound in the spirit unto Jeru­ 
salem, not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there: Save 
that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds 
and afflictions abide me.” None

from 
his purpose; 
even his life he counted not dear, 
only that he hoped he might “fin­ 
ish my course with joy, and the 
ministry which I hav* CtC«ive4 of i 


mans silver, or gold, or apparel.

my necessities, and to them that 
were with me.” 
Then Paul kneeled and prayed

There la 
no record of such a return visit. 
He was a prisoner when he wrote 
his epistle to the Ephesians, set­ 
ting forth what the life of a 
Christian should be, instructing 
and exhorting them. 
“Have no fellowship with the 
works of darkness, but rather re­ 
prove them.” he writes. Wake up 
those who are sinning so that 
they may “walk In light.” a beau­ 
tiful phrase for living a righteous 
life. 
“And be not drunken with wine, 
wherein is riot, but be filled with 
the Spirit.” “Wine and the Holy 
Spirit both lift a man out of him­ 
self,” says a commentator. 
But 
while wine gives a false sense of 
Joy, and makes a man forget his 
troubles for a, time, It may also 
make him arrogant, proud, even 
quarrelsome and murderous. The

gives a true Joy, 
which lasts and never disappoint#*

WHEN It comes to backache, 
doctors are on more sure ground to­ 
day than ever before. There are so 
many possible causes of pain in this 
region that in the past physicians 
have often had trouble in discover­ 
ing the one responsible in any par­ 
ticular case. 
However, during the past few 
years, it has been discovered that 
most recurrent attacks of back­ 
ache and many cases of long-con­ 
tinued backache are due to condi­ 
tions affecting the intervertebral 
disks. Hence, today, when the doctor 
is confronted with a case of back 
ache, the cause of which is not clear, 
he will first investigate this possi 
bility. The intervertebral disks are 
little rounds of cartilage which join 
the bones of the spine together and 
act as a sort of cushion for them. 
Onset of Pain 
The most common type of pain 
in the lower part of the back asso­ 
ciated with injury to these disks is 
lumbago. In this condition there Is 
sudden onset of pain, with tender­ 
ness over the muscle. The attack 
i,.ay last for a few hour* or for sev­ 
eral days. 
Not only is there pain, bot some 
limitation of the movement of the 
back, particularly In forward bend­ 
ing. As a rule, the patient may bend 
sidewise without pain. Between at­ 
tacks, the back may be normal. The 
patient often feels all right when 
he is lying down, but has a return of 
the pain on exercising, sitting, or 
standing. 
Injured Disk 
An Y-rny examination usually 
will reveal the presence of the in­ 
jured disk. The treatment may re­ 
quire operation, although milder 
cases may be relieved by rest and 
the wearing of a aupporting belt 
or truss. 
Persistent backache also may fol­ 
low an injury to the bones or mus­ 
cles of the back. However, these in­ 


juries are not frequent causes for 
long-continued back pain. 
Some cases of backache may bt 
due to poor posture. However, the 
postural difficulty must ba of a se­ 
vere type before it causes severe 
backache. If poor posture is the 
cause, the pain is relieved when the 
patient lies down. 
Backache often occurs during 
pregnancy, and in these cases it is 
probably the result of postural 
strain. Backache following preg­ 
nancy usually clears up. If It per- 
sista, it may be due to injury to 
some of the intervertebral disks. An 
X-ray should be taken in order to 
be sure. 
Cause of Pain 
Inflammation of the fibrous or 
connecting tissues of the back may 
be an occasional cause of back pain, 
but, In such instances, the condition 
does not persist as it does with in­ 
juries to the disks. 
If a disk injury is present and 
the wearing of a supporting belt 
and the use of heat and massage do 
not give lasting relief, the advis­ 
ability of operation should be con­ 
sidered. In this operation, the disk 
is removed or replaced in the proper 
position. Sometimes it may be nec­ 
essary to fasten some of the bones 
of the spins together In a group of 
patients studied and operated on, 
80 per cent were completely re­ 
lieved of their difficulty. Of the re­ 
mainder, more than half were im­ 
proved. but not cured. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. D.: Are kidney trouble and a 
weak heart the only two thing* that 
will cause the feet and ankles to 
swell? 
Answer: In addition to the causes 
you have mentioned, swelling of the 
ankles may be produced by a local 
disturbance of the circulation in the 
feet or ankles, or possibly by some 
inflammation of the ankle joints, 
such as that due to arthritis or an 
injury.
